It was unexpectedly announced 
that the United States State De- 


partment would be sending a rep- 
resentative to address the confer- 
ence today. About 250 delegates 
attended the first day's session 
and more arrived on Thursday. 


Both the Security Council and 
the General Assembly were well 
attended, with approximately 250 
spectators present. 


In the course of the four-day 
program, the following resolu- 
tions will be brought before the 
model General Assembly: 


1) Guinea has sponsored a 
resolution that the Security Coun- 
cil be enlarged in view of the 
fact of the increased enrollment 
in the UN, 


2) Mali has resolved that the 
Security Council recommend the 
expulsion of the Republic of 
South Africa from the United 
Nations as the policy of Apar- 
theid as it is being pursued in 
South Africa is contrary to the 
charter of the UN otpromote the 
observance of fundamental hu- 
man rights and freedoms. 


3) Cuba recommended that the 
United States of America and 
other states in the OAS put an 
end to the retaliatory measures 
now in effect against Cuba, name- 
ly the embargo (by the US) and 
political pressures. 

Text of Hayes’ Speech 

The following is the major por- 
tion of the Opening Address to the 
Delegates of the UMUN, delivered 
by Jim Hayes on February Ist: 


“_. . Concerning the theme of the 
United Nations, this project is 
quite exemplary in that it is the 
product of fine cooperation be- 
tween the French and English- 
speaking universities on the island, 
al both the student and adminis- 
trative levels.

of Recpaciess night’s Board of Student Activities meeting was 
a revelation. The BSA is composed of the heads of all 
the student organizations on campus and consequently it 
would seem that at least some authority would be in their 


_ hands. 


As it now stands, the body composed of all the student 
leaders at Loyola can do virtually nothing. In fact, all they 
can do is make recommendations to the Board of Student 
Representatives, i.e. the class presidents, in the hope that 
their wishes may become realized ‘through the legislation 
of the BSR. 

It can truthfully be said that almost all the time spent 
in the College Dining Room last Tuesday night — over 
three hours — was wasted. At several times throughout the 
evening, various representatives mentioned the fact that all 
this wrangling was ‘ridiculous’ in view of the fact that it was 
benefitting no one, least of all the students who are repre- 
sented on this Board. 


What sitting on the BSA amounts to, is being a member 
of a novel kind of social club whose aim is to foster co- 
operation among its members — the student leaders — and 
make the occasional suggestion to those with the power — 
the class presidents — which may or may not go unheeded. 
For this reason, perhaps it would be beneficial for all con- 
cerned, if the BSA were to held future meetings in the 
COTC mess, where the more congenial atmosphere and 
traditional refreshments might be a boon toward the 


_ achievement of ‘mutual co-operation’. 


Perhaps too, the BSA should be withdrawn from within 
the actual framework of the student government, since this 
group at present, have no hand in actually governing or 
legislating. The function that the BSA serves would not be 
impeded by such an action nor would the student govern- 
ment, as a whole, suffer by it. This is evident from the fact 
that the BSA has only met twice since the beginning of the 
first semester and very little has been decided at either 
meeting. 

This then, is one alternative. The other is to give the 
leaders of all the student organizations on campus a pro- 
minent position in the government of the Loyola student 
body, simply because they deserve this authority by virtue 
of the positions of leadership which they hold. 


Every student in the College is represented on the 
BSA through the president of his faculty society and on the 
BSR by his class president. It is conceivable that in the near 
future, particularly if Loyola obtains its University Charter, 
expansion will necessitate the abolition of the BSR as an 
obsolete organization due to the fact that there will be no 
more ‘classes’ in the strict sense. 

It will then become necessary to represent the students 
on the basis of the faculty and subdivision to which they 
belong rather than simply by class. Thus a more detailed 
organization within the three faculty societies would seem 
to be a big step in furthering student government at Loyola. 

In any event, it seems to me to be a deplorable situation, 
when those holding the important positions on this campus 
have little or no say in the formation of student policy or 
the legislation of student affairs.

In the past few years they have been 
more and more stifled by the two main 
forces on this campus:: Philistinism and 
laziness.

These either 
do not function at all, or do so in a me- 
diocre, disorganized fashion. 


Now it has been announced that the 
j universities and colleges in Montreal are 
integrating their activities to a certain ex- 
tent. It is hoped eventually to produce a 
joint literary magazine, to organize cul- 
tural activities on a joint basis, and to have 
meetings of Yearbook editors. 


We are convinced that these projects 
will become realities, for the other insti- 
tutions involved do not suffer from as pa- 
ralytic a lack of management as Loyola 
does. Loyola has people ready to contribute 
to activities of this sort. But on its own, the 
activities themselves are not there to con- 
tribute to. 


If we can get organizers from places 
where there are organizers, we can encour- 
age our talent. And, perhaps it is not too 
much to hope that eventually such joint 
activities will encourage Loyola eventually 
to step out on its own again. 


Horizons, the Amphora, and that now 
battered crew were not started for no rea- 
son at all. They were started to fulfill a 
need. The need is still there, though heart- 
ily squashed under an apathetic majority. 
It appears that at present we have no one 


to exercise the need by doing some execu- 
tive work. 


People who are of a creative bent are 
not necessarily capable of doing this exec- 
utive work. Often, the most successful cul- 
tural productions have been produced by 
people who had no ability to create, but 
had a strong interest in seeing the creations 
of others take on a tangible form. This, we 
feel, is the case at Loyola. We feel that the 
communal effort will show any potential 
organizers that there is. satisfaction in 
doing a good job and helping along the 
creators where they fall down. Let us hope 
so, for a college without cultural activities 
seems hardly worthy of existence, let alone 
anything higher.

were really no factors which, in 
the final analysis, militate against 
the charter bid. 

His first reason was that, since 
Loyola is already doing the work 
of a university, this work ought 
to be recognized so that expan- 
sion would be possible. Another 
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ative Student Federation, has an- 
nounced that, this organization 
will take part in the forthcoming 
McDonald Cartier Conference, to 
be held on Saturday and Sunday, 
February 1ilth and 12th at the 
Queen’s and Sheraton Mt. Royal 
Hotels.

The first day of the conference 
will feature many seminars at 
which topics such as defense, un- 
employment, trade, immigration, 
and provincial relations will be 
discussed. Resolutions will be 
drawn up and voted on by the 
respective groups. Those resolu- 
tions which are carried will then 


be put before the whole body on 
Sunday. Should they be carried 
again, they will be forwarded to 
the Party in Ottawa to be 
brought up at the major Party 
session in March. 


Interest will be added to the 
seminars by the presense of 
such Party dignitaries as the 
Hon. Davy Fulton, Minister of 
Justice, the Hon. Paul Cortois, 
Minister of Mines and Technical 
Surveys, and the Hon. Pierre 
Sevigny, Associate Minister of 
National Defence, 


There will also be a series of 
banquets during the conference. 
Bill Hamilton, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, will be guest speaker on 
Saturday at noon, and External 
Affairs Minister, the Hon. How- 
ard Green will speak on Satur- 
day night. The latter banquet will 
be held at’ the Sheraton Hotel 
whereas the othesr will be at the 
Queen's Hotel, ° 


At the Sunday noon banquet, 
the Hon. Noel Dorion, Secretary 
of State, will be guest speaker, 
and the Hon. George Hees, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
will preside at the closing ban- 
quet on Sunday evening. 


Three Loyola party members 
were responsible for the organ- 
ization of the Conference, Presi- 
dent Bill Mandzia was Co-Chair- 
man, while Vice - President 
Michael B. Kelly was Banquet 
Coordinator, and Secretary Chris 
Miodek was Publicity Chairman. 

In an interview, Mr. Mandzia 
said: “I extend my invitation to 
any student . .. and especially 
to my friends of the Liberal 
Party . . . to attend this Con- 
ference.

Two government com- 
missions have been established 
since 1957 to investigate the penal 
system in Canada and the penal 
systems in the United States and

On the last day of January, 
in cold and dreary Congress 
Hall, twenty girls appeared 
in four plays — and took a 
giant step in the direction of 
learning to enjoy and appre- 
ciate drama. 


The first of the quartet of 
plays was certainly the best 
written: the recognition 
scene from ‘Anastasia’, by 
Marcelle Maurette. Irene 
Pukszto, as Anastasia, was, to 
be frank, weak. She seemed 
unaware of the existence of 
a climax in the scene, or at 
any rate she failed to build 
to it; and consequently Judy 
Colvey’s portrayal of the Em- 
press was static, for she was 
given nothing to react to. The 
fault can probably be laid at 
the door of the director(ess), 
who obviously failed to instill 
in her charges any sense of 
purpose or dimension. 





The evening’s second offer- 
ing was ‘Overtones’, a rather 
sloppily written piece by 
some flunked-out psychology 
student, that invariably 
creeps into anthologies and 
one act play festivals. Occa- 
sionally, ‘Overtones’ is inter- 
esting theatre — at no time 
is it drama. The production 
itself was the most polished 
of the evening — three of 
its four characters were sin- 
gled out by adjudicator Ru- 
dolph Stoeckel for particular 


praise — but I, at least, 
found the show mis-cast. 
Deirdre Beausang, named 


best actress of the festival, 
would be ideal in the role 
portrayed by Mavourneen 
Dwyer — and _ vice-versa. 
Hughie Martin, in a very mi- 
nor role in this play, was liv- 
ing proof of the cliche that 
there are no small parts, only 
small actors. Her very fine 
job of reacting won her the 
award for best supporting 
actress.

all-female, all-male, all-child, 
and, perhaps, all dog casts. 
He no doubt collected many 
royalties. He never won’ the 
Pulitzer prize. 

‘The Spinsters of Lushe’, 
is a play with one character. 
Of course, she is played by 
five people, with different 
names and costumes, but 
there is only one character 
— a stereo-typed old maid. 
The cast did their best under 
the circumstances (there was 
the added confusion result- 
ing from last minute substitu- 
tions due to illness); and 
Mary Blake, at least, showed 
promise as an actress. But in 
general, the show was static, 
slow, and tedious. 


Mr. Johnson’s second en- 
try, and the final play of the 
evening, was ‘World Without 
Men’. It started off as grand 
farce. No underplaying here 
— and no method acting. The 
cast had fun and so did the 
audience. Marian Parkin and 
Rita Del Grande screeched 
or babbled their lines in true, 
funny farce tradition, Vida 
Jurisic did an hilarious if 
overdone caricature of a 
Charlotte Whitton type of fe- 
male politician, Margo Dunne 
laid them in the aisles each 
time she shambled across the 
stage, andMavourneen 
Dwyer, who also directed the 
show, did a great job of ham- 
ming in the’ part of the ne- 
plus-ultra socialite. Joan 
Pennefather and Darryl Do- 
lan were more than adequate 
in their relatively ‘straight’ 
roles. 


The play itself, however, 
dragged on — after making 
his point, the author had 
nothing to say, and a good 
deal of time to fill — and the 
audience began to shift un- 
comfortably in their seats 
long before the final curtain. 


The directoress no doubt 
did her best to keep the show 
moving, but could do little 
with the material. 


This final production had 
all the attributes of the en- 
tire evening — energy, en- 
thusiasm, and splashes of ta- 
lent; and all the evening’s 
drawbacks — poor scripts 
and a lack of knowledge of 
some stage basics: articula- 
tion, varied and balanced 
characterization, and good 
old fashioned stage presence. 


Yet the scripts were hardly 
the fault of the actresses —

He 
hit for three set shots to give the 
Georgians the lead and then led 
them as they held on grimly to 
preserve the victory.

Loyola scorers with fifteen fol- 
lowed by Dave Hughes and Stan 
Wasserman with 11 and eight 
points respectively. 


In their latest set-to the War- 
riors were four up on the Geor- 
gians at half-time but then ex- 
perienced a third-quarter down- 
fall in which Sir George centre 
Willie Epstein took control of the 
boards and gave the Georgians 
the lead. He finished’ the game 


with 22 points and proved to be-

Loyola. continued its winning 
ways in ‘55-56 though, with the 
likes of Ron Chisolm, Mike Fur- 
long, Don Preston, Ray Losito and 
John Roche. Ray Losito was the 
captain and in ~/inning the title, 
Loyola had established a record of 
6 championships in seven league 
entries, 

The °56-'57 entry in the OSL was 
perhaps the best team Loyola has 
iced in the last decade with Joe 
Paladeau, brother of Mr. John 
Paladeau, s.j., of the high school 
staff, a member of that team. 
Mike Furlong, the team’s leading 


point-getter was also a member | 


of that team and was voted the 
team’s MVP. Both are presently 
employed by the Shell Oil Co. An- 
dre Forget was the goaler and 
sparkled throughout the season. He 
was a fifteen year old Freshman 
at the time, just up from the Ban- 
tam High School ranks. The lineup 
included Brian ‘Bo’ Gallery, who 
had received an honourable men- 
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tion on the All-Catholic, All-Ame- 
rican football team and now is on 
the administrative end of Gallery 
Productions and another well 
known footballer, Don Preston who 
played for NDG and the St. Fran- 
cis Xavier aggregation. This was 
Loyola’s eighth year in competi- 
tion and the seventh one in which 
they took the title, that year by 
virtue of an 11-2 drubbing over 
CMR. 


The ‘57-58 team followed suit 
by downing all opposition with 
players like Mike Condon, Mike 
Bellas, captain Bob Beauregard, 
Leo ‘Buddy’ Moore, John Evans, 
Leo Harris, Norm Nagy and team 
leading scorer and MVP Mike La- 
brosse. Beauregard is presently 
furthering studies in Business 
Administration at Western Univer- 
sity, while Labrosse is with the 
|New York Ravens. 


A co-championship was declared 
the following season when the 
Warriors lost the services of Mike 
Labrosse and Mike Condon through 
| ineligibility, but Jim O'Reilly, Paul 
Cartan and MVP Rockey Brisebois 
; Managed to pull the team to at 
least the rank of co-champs.
